Portheawl bust up 
on regeneration? 

BCBC ‘KEEPING COUNCIL IN THE BARK 


A BUST-UP is on the 
cards between 
Portheawl Town 
Council and the 
county borough over 
the town’s regenera¬ 
tion. 

The town council 
decided at its February 
meeting to organise a 
public meeting on regen¬ 
eration - in response to 
increased agitation in the 
town on the subject. 

No pubhc meeting has 
taken place since 2007, 
and residents have been 
lobbying councillors 


about being kept in the 
dark. 

The town council has 
itself claimed to have 
been excluded from dis¬ 
cussion and has also 
asked for an increase in 
its representation on the 
Regeneration Forum. 

As a result of the deci¬ 
sion to call a meeting, 
town clerk Alison 
Leyshon e-mailed Louise 
Fradd, who is the director 
of Communities at 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council 

(BCBC), informing her of 
the council’s intention to

hold a meeting and invit¬ 
ing her and regeneration 
officer Andrew Parry 
Jones to attend. 

Miss Leyshon then 
asked Ms Fradd for a list 
of dates when she would 
be available so that the 
meeting could be organ¬ 
ised to suit her.

Independent stuns 
Tories in Newton 
by-election drama 


AN independent 
candidate has 
pulled off an his¬ 
toric coup by 
snatching a seat 
from the 

Conservatives in 
their heartland. 

Graham Walter won 
the Newton by-election 
beating Conservative 
Caroline Vaughan into 
second place. 

He polled 529, with 
the Conservatives getting 
490 and Labour’s 
Christina Rees polling 
326. 

Turn out at 45.6 per 
cent was 10 points higher 
than the average turn-out 
in Wales for the 
Referendum poll, which 
took place on the same 
day. 

The Newton by-elec¬ 
tion was caused by the 
death of Conservative 
town councillor Clive 
Hare. 

Newton has always

been regarded by the 
party as its safest ward. It 
took the borough and all 
four town council seats at 
the last elections in 2008. 

Mr Walter is one of the 
founders of a Facebook 
group set up to give 
Portheawl residents a 
chance to discuss 
Portheawl regeneration. 

He has consistently 
attended meetings of the 
town council and has 
been calling for the coun¬ 
cil to get off their hands 
and fight for the town. 

Mr Walter said that he 
welcomed recent moves 
by the town council to 
get involved in the regen¬ 
eration debate, including 
its decision to call a pub¬ 
lic meeting, which he had 
long advocated. 

He told The GEM that 
the result reflected the 
frustration felt by the 
silent majority of people 


in the town, who felt as if 
they have no voice. 

“Although the election 
started by focusing on 
regeneration, it quickly 
moved on to other issues. 
People have voted with 
their feet because they 
are fed up with how the 
town council has 
behaved. 

“We found that there 
was a lot of unhappiness 
over what people felt was 
a lack of communication 
between themselves and 
their councillors.” 

Mr Walter stated that 
people complained that 
they wanted to see their 
councillors more than 
once evety four years at 
election times. 

“They also want to be 
consulted over how the 
council is spending their 
money. They had no say 
on the decision to spend 
money on the skateboard 
park or the new footpath 
from Rest Bay.”

makes no mention at all 
of the meeting and does 
not respond to the invita¬ 
tion to attend. 

Instead, she says that 
the following “consulta¬ 
tion” was being planned 
within the next two to 
four months: 

• An exhibition on the 
retail proposals - the new 
Tesco store. 

• A special edition of 
the council’s Bulletin 
newsletter for Portheawl 
only that will outline the 
proposals and timescales. 

• A meeting of the 
regeneration forum. 

• A further newsletter 

to shopkeepers. 

Council leader David 
Deere said he was very 
angry at the tone of the 
reply. 

“This is extremely dis¬ 
courteous,” he said. “It is 
officer-speak. She has just 
ignored our invitation to 
attend the meeting. 

“She talks about con¬ 
sultation - well, in my 
book, consultation is a 
two-way street. What she 
is talking about is infor¬ 
mation - telling people 
what BCBC wants to hap¬ 
pen. It’s not good 
enough.” 

Coun Deere said that 
the town council would 
press ahead with its meet¬ 
ing. 

“This has been agreed 
by all parties on the coun¬ 
cil and it will be taking 
place with or without 
BCBC representatives. 

“If they choose not to 
attend to answer the valid 
questions that Portheawl 
residents would like to 
ask, then it will reflect 
very badly on their claims 
to have consulted the peo¬ 
ple of the town. 

“This regeneration 
scheme will affect every 


person living in 
Portheawl, and their 
descendants for genera¬ 
tions to come, and I am 
shocked that the officers 
employed by the council 
to carry out this scheme 
are apparently unwilling 
to come to a meeting with 
local people. What are 
they afraid of?” 

Coun Deere said that 
he will be telling 
Portheawl Town Council 
tonight of his disappoint¬ 
ment at the attitude being 
displayed to a democrati¬ 
cally elected body like the 
town council. 

“We will now go ahead 
and select a date and issue 
invitations to BCBC offi¬ 
cers and borough council¬ 
lors. 

“Unless we are very 
careful, we could be sleep 
walking into decisions 
taken by officers which 
local people have had no 
input into.” 

After The GEM asked 
BCBC what was happen¬ 
ing about the meeting, we 
received a statement from 
Louise Fradd in which 
she stated that extensive 
public consultation was 
carried out in 2007. 

She went on: “We do 
not believe that it is nec¬ 
essary to attend a sepa¬ 
rately-organised public 
meeting about the 
Portheawl regeneration, 
as the council is already 
organising new consulta¬ 
tion intended to provide 
the public with the latest 
information about how 
the scheme is progress¬ 
ing.” 

She then listed the 
ways in which this will be 
done, (referred to earlier 
in this report). 

This response, which 
declines the town coun¬ 
cil’s invitation, will be 
sent to the town council in 
time for tonight’s meeting 
and will be discussed by 
members. 


Man threatened 
after Brynmenyn 
brawl kicked off!

Both were distressed 
by the incident. 

Parker later told the 
police he had little recol¬ 
lection of the incident, 
and Jones denied any 
involvement. 

Jones was said to have 
previous convictions for 
burglary, theft and a pub¬ 
lic order offence, and 
Parker for offences of 
violence and dishonesty. 

Their counsel, Martin 
Kelly, said: “Neither of 
them deny their involve¬ 
ment. They had had far 
too much to drink at a 
family barbecue. 

“They reacted very 
badly and they know 
that. 

“There is great 
remorse, and they are not 
in any way lost causes.”

‘SPECIAL CARE BABY UNIT 
WILL NOT CLOSE’ - says hoard 


THE Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg Health 
Board has denied 
claims that the spe¬ 
cial care baby unit at 
the Princess of 
Wales Hospital is to 
close. 

Press reports to that 
effect have been pub¬ 
lished, but a spokesman 
for the board said that 
more babies will be treat¬ 
ed in Bridgend than 
before, as a result of 
changes being intro¬ 
duced. 

The designation of two 
of the cots will be 
changed from long-term 
intensive care to short 
term intensive care. 

Babies which need 
longer term intensive 
care will now go straight 
to Singleton Hospital in 
Swansea, where all staff 
have undergone special¬ 
ist neo-natal care train¬ 
ing, in line with new gov¬ 
ernment guidelines. 

Babies who need that 
level of care will be taken 


to Singleton using a spe¬ 
cial transport service run 
by trained staff. 

If possible, these 
babies will be born in the 
hospital if likely prob¬ 
lems are diagnosed while 
the mother is still preg¬ 
nant. 

As babies improve, 
they may then be trans¬ 
ferred back to Bridgend. 

This means that babies 
needing short-term inten¬ 
sive care, or who are high 
dependency, will contin¬ 
ue to be treated in 
Bridgend. Having the 
two extra cots will enable 
the unit to actually treat 
more babies in a year. 

All the staff are being 
retained and the board 
has said that the changes 
are nothing to do with 
saving money, as the cots 
at Bridgend will be occu¬ 
pied more often. 

In 2010, 60 babies 
were cared for in the 
intensive care cots in 
Bridgend and 21 were 
transferred to another 
unit for on-going care. 


The ABM spokesman 
added: ""There are strong 
medical reasons, sup¬ 
ported by our neonatolo- 
gists, for providing long 
term neonatal intensive 
care in the specialist 
neonatal unit in 
Swansea. 

“Babies being cared 
for at the unit are the 
most unwell. Here they 


will receive round the 
clock care from a dedi¬ 
cated specialist neo-natal 
team. 

“This not only brings 
the care provided by the 
health board in line with 
national standards but 
ensures that babies 
receive the best possible 
care, leading to better 
outcomes.’’'’ 


Bridgend police 
station could 
be on the move 


A question mark 
hangs over the 
future of Bridgend 
town police station. 

The site at Cheapside 
is included in a new 
Bridgend town centre 
masterplan, which was 
approved in draft form 
by cabinet on Tuesday. 

It now goes out for 
consultation. 

In this plan, the site is 
earmarked for a retail 
development. It is close 
to Asda, Aldi, 

Wilkinsons and also to 
the Brackla Street centre, 
which is undergoing a 
multi-million pound 
revamp. 

The GEM understands 
that the police have pre¬ 
viously indicated that 
they could move the 
administrative and back- 
office functions to police 
headquarters at 
Waterton. 

Instead, they would 
open a small station in 
the town, which would 
be used as a base for the 
officers who cover 


Bridgend and which 
would also contain a 
lock-up. 

It would also be possi¬ 
ble to locate a new cus¬ 
tody suite at HQ. 

Officers would take peo¬ 
ple under arrest the short 
distance from the town 
to the new suite. 

Similar arrangements 
exist elsewhere with a 
new centralised custody 
suite at Cardiff Bay serv¬ 
ing the eastern vale and 
Cardiff. 

Moving the station 
from the town centre 
would free up a very 
valuable piece of land 
right in the heart of 
Bridgend, which would 
give police finances a 
much-needed cash boost. 

It would also help 
consolidate council plans 
to make the Bridgend 
South Side, as that area 
is called, more viable in 
terms of retailing. 

We asked South Wales 
Police for a comment, 
but have not received 
any response to date.

Plan to help council 
and the chamber of 
trade work together 



A NEW system is to 
be set up to ensure 
that decisions taken 
at the joint meet¬ 
ings between 

Porthcawl Town 
Council and the 
town’s chamber of 
trade can be imple¬ 
mented.

THE STATE of the public toi¬ 
lets in John Street is to be 
raised by Porthcawl Town 
Council with its owners^ 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC). 

The public toilets in the street have 
won prizes in the past in the ‘Loo of 
the Year ’ awards and they are located 
in a listed building. 

However, resident Jean Hunt of 
Cypress Gardens contacted the town 
council to express her concern about 
the deteriorating condition of the 
facilities within the convenience. 

She said that while she agreed that 
they were kept in a very clean condi¬ 
tion, the condition of the wash hand 
basin in the ladies is far from satis¬ 
factory, with cracked glazing. 

She said that waste water from the 
basins is going into an open channel 
and that this water will contact the 
germs washed off people’s hands after 
they have visited the lavatories or 
changed a nappy. 

She said that she had been told by 
her husband and also by Coun Ken 
Watts that the urinals in the male toi¬ 
lets were “disgusting. ” 

She added: “While these arrange¬ 
ment may have been acceptable in the 


Victorian era, they are far from 
acceptable in the 21st century and 
should be the concern of the health 
and safety officer. ” 

She also pointed out that the dis¬ 
abled convenience in John Street was 
frequently locked with no attendant 
available to open it up. Alternative 
disabled toilets are located some dis¬ 
tance away in Griffin Park, the 
Grand Pavilion or South Road. 

She added: “The present condition 
of the John Street public conven¬ 
iences is a disgrace to the town, espe¬ 
cially one which, apart from resi¬ 
dents, receives many visitors especial¬ 
ly during the summer months. 

“I do not think any member of the 
council would tolerate such condi¬ 
tions in their own bathrooms. ” 

The town council will forward her 
complaint to BCBC and ask them 
what they intend to do. 

Council leader David Deere said 
that the toilets were built by the old 
Porthcawl UDC in the 1920s, when 
his own grandfather had proposed 
providing them. 

He said that they had a Victorian 
look and feel to them although they 
were provided later than that. 


what was happening. 

However, Coun 
Norah Clarke said that 
while these meetings 
were held and minutes 
were taken, nothing 
seemed to happen after¬ 
wards. 

“Nothing has been 
done,” she said. 

“There’s no point in 
having a meeting if 
nothing is done about 
the matters raised. We 
must have outcomes.” 

She said that the 
council had a represen¬ 
tative on the 
Regeneration Forum 
and they should be 
reporting back to keep 
all members fully aware 
of what’s happening. 

“Only at the last 
meeting has this hap¬ 
pened when Coun 
Barbara Stubbs attend¬ 
ed. That’s why the town 
council does not know 
what’s going on. 

“Coun Jill Sweet had 
this put on the agenda 
recently and she was 
asking why people who 
attend events on our 
behalf are not reporting 
back.” 

Coun Clarke said that 
the council needed to 
pursue the issue of the 
bandstand. 

“Rhiannon Kingsley, 
who is the town centre 
manager, came to us 
once but we have not 
had sight nor sound of 
her since. We must pur¬ 
sue this.” 


She also said that the 
next meeting in June 
must be notified well in 
advance so that every¬ 
one could put it in then- 
diaries. 

Coun Chris Smart 
said that Coun Ken 
Watts will be invited as 
soon as the next meeting 
was called, but as that is 
four months away, it 
would be premature to 
notify him now. 

Coun John Bunker 
said that the question of 
promoting Porthcawl 
was important and he 
said that the town coun¬ 
cil should write to 
BCBC and request a 
brown tourist sign for 
Porthcawl on the M4. 

He said that decisions 
were not taken on finan¬ 
cial grounds but on eli¬ 
gibility. 

Coun Clarke asked 
who would implement 
these decisions. 

“We must decide at 
each meeting who will 
take things forward,” 
she said. “We should 
have that discussion at 
our next joint meeting. 
The chamber are think¬ 
ing we are doing it and 
we are thinking they are 
doing it. We must be 
clear.” 

It was agreed to pur¬ 
sue the matter of the 
bandstand and find out 
if the electrics in it are 
safe and functioning.

Man caught with 
drugs after a 
Porthcawl chase 


FOLLOWING a 
chase in Porthcawl, 
it took two police 
officers to handcuff 
a drugs dealer, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

At the time, Ryan Ford 
(19) of North Cornelly, 
was in breach of a sus¬ 
pended sentence imposed 
for affray. 

He was sent to a 
young offender institu¬ 
tion for a year. 

He had been convicted 
by Vale Magistrates of 
possessing cannabis with 
intent to supply and had 
been committed to the 
Crown Court for sen¬ 
tence. 

Prosecutor John 
Warren said that on 
January 16 at about 
11.30pm, Ford was seen 
outside a club in 
Porthcawl arguing with 
door staff. 

When he saw the 
police, he ran off. He was 
chased and was seen to 
discard something before 
being caught in the car 
park at the Seabank 
Hotel. 

The police believed he 
had a weapon, said Mr 
Warren and he was 
punched twice. 

It took, he said, two 
police officers to hand¬ 
cuff him. 

Shortly after, the 
police recovered six 
grammes of cannabis 
which he had discarded, 
and they also found him 
in possession of £380 in 
cash. 

The police also found 
scales, and on his mobile 
phone text messages 
relating to the supply of 
drugs. 

He was said to have

IN what a judge at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court described as 
“strange circum¬ 
stances”, a heroin 
addict was given a 
conditional dis¬ 
charge for six 
months. 

Tammy Jones (28) of 
Brackla, Bridgend, 
pleaded guilty to pos¬ 
sessing the drug. She 
denied being concerned 
in the supply of it. The 
plea was accepted by the 
prosecution and a not 
guilty verdict was 
recorded. 

Judge Christopher 
Vosper told her: “You 
pleaded guilty to pos¬ 
sessing a large quantity 
of heroin. What hap¬ 
pened was that others 
persuaded you to let 
them use your car to col¬ 
lect drugs from Newport 
and take them to 
Bridgend and sell them.” 

He said he was satis¬ 
fied she would not bene¬ 
fit from the sale of the 
drug and he was aware 
that the others involved 
would not be proceeded 
against. 

The circumstances of 
the case, he said, were 
strange and added: “You 
have an enormous heroin 
problem. In the past, 
sentences to assist you 
have not worked.” 


Prosecutor John 
Lloyd said that the 
police followed a car 
into the car park of 
Bridgend Rugby 

Football Club. Jones 
was inside with two oth¬ 
ers, got out and 
approached the officers 
in an upset state. 

She told them: “It’s 
nothing to do with me, 
they borrowed my car to 
go to Newport.” 

She and two men 
were then arrested and 
officers found 5.56 
grammes of heroin 
worth £440 in the car. 
Said the judge: “I am 
utterly baffled how the 
other two walked away 
from being charged.” 

Not charging them, he 
said, didn’t make sense. 

Jones was said to have 
convictions for supply¬ 
ing class A drugs, pos¬ 
sessing such drugs and 
possessing cannabis with 
intent to supply. 

Her counsel Jeanette 
Treharne said: “She 
actually informed the 
police of the drugs in the 
car. Unfortunately, she is 
a drug addict. 

“The probation serv¬ 
ice say they can do no 
more for her. For her to 
be sentenced to custody 
would be wrong in prin¬ 
ciple. It is a highly 
unusual case. She was 
used by others.”

Methane gas test plan in Maesteg 


A PLANNING application 
to drill for shale gas in 
Maesteg is to be discussed 
by Bridgend planners 
today, Thursday. 

The application from UK 
Methane Ltd of Bridgend 
Industrial Estate, is to drill 
an exploratory borehole on 
the site of St John’s Colliery 
at Cwmdu, Maesteg. 

The application is to drill 
into the Numarian shale bed, 
which lies beneath the 


Westphalian coal measures at 
3,000feet in depth. 

Shale gas is a pure form of 
methane which is widely used 
elsewhere in the world. It is 
regarded as a clean energy 
source. 

The application is to drill 
and then test the gas. The 
operation will last 14 weeks - 
including seven weeks of 
actual drilling, which will 
carry on for 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. 

The nearest property is 


Blaencwmdu Farm, which is 
350 yards away and the 
access will be at Heol Faen. 
Objections have been lodged 
by neighbouring farmers, 
including Sara Jones at 
Cwmdu Ganol, Em Howells 
at Bryndefaid and Mr and 
Mrs Evans, also at 
Bryndefaid. 

They have objected on the 
grounds of noise, possible 
pollution of water sources, 
vibration, damage to the 
roads serving the area and 


increased traffic, but there 
are no objections from the 
Environment Agency or the 
Countryside Council for 
Wales. 

Previous drilling to test for 
methane has already taken 
place on site. 

Officers are recommending 
that temporary consent be 
granted. It comes before the 
development control commit¬ 
tee at Bridgend today.

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Voters in the Vale 
and Bridgend are 
poles apart when it 
comes to referendum 


GEM readers will 
probably be aware 
that this newspaper 
covers a wide area - 
in the main the two 
areas covered by the 
two local authorities 
of the Vale of 
Glamorgan and of 
Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough. 

Politically, Bridgend 
was held by Labour, 
even at the low point of 
the party’s fortunes at 
the last election, while 
the Vale has been a key 
marginal for as long as 
anyone can remember. 

However, the two 
areas have never been 
further apart than at last 
week’s referendum on 
law making powers for 
Wales. 

Bridgend was rock 
solid in support, with 
more than double the 
voters saying ‘yes’ than 
saying ‘no’. 

On a turnout of 35.4 
per cent, there were 
25,063 in favour (68.1 
per cent of votes cast), 
and only 11,736 on the 
negative side. 

However, in the Vale 
there was a higher 
turnout (39.7 per cent) 
but the voters came 
within a whisker of 
joining Monmouth as 
the only borough to say 
no. 

The yes voters

totalled 19,430, gaining 
52.5 per cent of the 
vote, while the nega¬ 
tives added up to 
17,551. 

As the only local 
authority to vote no was 
Monmouth - widely 
perceived to be the most 
Anglicised - does this 
mean that the Vale is the 
same? 

Alternatively, does it 
mean that the 
Conservatives failed to 
get in step behind Welsh 
leader Nick Bourne, 
who was part of the all¬ 
party push for a yes 
vote? 

Surprisingly, both yes 
campaigns were hailing 
the result a success. 

Tim Thomas of Plaid 
was the campaign co¬ 
ordinator for Bridgend 
county borough - work¬ 
ing alongside First 
Minister Carwyn Jones, 
although he will be 
standing against him in 
the May Assembly elec¬ 
tions - and he put the 
good yes result down to 
hard work. 

He said: “I believe 
our close cooperation 
was one of the prime 
reasons why 68.1 per 
cent of the county bor¬ 
ough voted in favour of 
primary law-making

powers for Wales. 

“This was not only 
the seventh highest yes 
vote in Wales, but also 
the biggest swing in 
favour of a yes from the 
1997 referendum in the 
whole of Wales.” 

The much narrower 
win in the Vale was, 
according to yes cam¬ 
paign co-ordinator and 
Castleland Labour Vale 
Councillor, Chris 
Elmore, was also down 
to team work. 

He said: “A yes vote 
in the Vale is incredible 
in my view. This is 
down to the hard work 
of all those who worked 
on the campaign locally, 
from across the political 
divide. 

“When you consider 
that those who voted no 
in 1997 totalled almost 
65 per cent of all votes 
cast, achieving more 
than 50 per cent voting 
yes is incredible, and 
just shows that people 
in the Vale are more 
supportive of the 
Assembly and what it is 
doing to improve 
Wales.” 

Coun Elmore said 
that over the last 12 
years, voters had 
become more aware of 
how the Assembly 
could make a differ¬ 
ence. 

He said: “Clearly the 
commitment of the con¬ 
stituency AMs, Jane 
Hutt and Lorraine 
Barrett, and those who 
have served on the 
regional list, has also 
shown voters that AMs 
and the Assembly are 
committed to the many 
communities of Wales 
including the Vale.” 

Kevin Mahoney, who 
campaigned for a no 
vote in the Vale, felt 
that the resources of the 
yes campaign had been 
too much to counter. 


He said: “We had all 
four parties against us, 
and trade union leaders 
speaking out, and they 
had no mandate from 
their members as far as 
I am aware.” 

He added that now 
that the yes campaign¬ 
ers had won, they were 
already talking about 
taking powers that, dur¬ 
ing the campaign, they 
had denied they were 
interested in. 

He said; “Dafydd 
Elis Thomas did not talk 
about abolishing the 
Welsh Office during the 
campaign. That course 
of action would leave us 
with even less represen¬ 
tation in Westminster 
than now.” 

Plaid Cymru AM 
Chris Eranks said: “It is 
absolutely wonderful 
that there has been a 
change of view in the 
Vale since the Assembly 
was formed more than a 
decade ago. 

“Obviously, the peo¬ 
ple of the Vale respond¬ 
ed to the positive mes¬ 
sage from the ‘Yes for 
Wales’ campaign. 

“I respect the views 
of those who voted no. 
As Assembly Members 
and as a Welsh govern¬ 
ment, we will have to 
work harder to over¬ 
come their concerns.” 

Porthcawl town 
councillor Chris Smart, 
a Conservative who was 
a staunch supporter of 
the no campaign, 
acknowledged that 
Bridgend had followed 
the national pattern with 
two thirds in favour of 
giving the Assembly 
extra powers. 

“Personally, I am bit¬ 
terly disappointed, but 
as a democrat, I have to 
go along with this result 
and I hope that the 
Assembly will use its 
new powers wisely for 
the benefit of both the 
people of Bridgend and 
also of Wales.”

Police Inspector in court 
over child sex offences 


A police inspector 
from the Coychurch 
area has been 
charged with a series 
of child sex offences. 

South Wales Police 
Inspector Geraint Lloyd 
Evans was charged last 
week with five offences: 

1. Conspiring with 
others to incite engage¬ 
ment in unlawful sexual 
activity with a child 
under 13; 

2. Possession of 
Section-1 ammunition; 

3. Three offences of 
making indecent images 
of children; 

4. Possession of four 
child abuse images; 

5. Possession of 
extreme pornography. 

Llanelli Magistrates 
Court decided that 
Inspector Evans will be 
held on remand and will 
appear at Swansea 
Crown Court tomorrow 
(March 11) along with 
three members of the 
public who have also 
been charged with 
offences related to inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

The Independent 
Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) is 
managing an investiga¬ 
tion by South Wales 
Police (SWP) Public 
Protection Unit into alle¬ 
gations that 47-year-old 
Inspector Evans was in 
possession of indecent 
images of children. 

A separate SWP crim¬ 
inal investigation in con¬ 
nection with this case 
has led to the arrest of 
four members of the 
public. Three have been 
charged and are being 
held on remand. 

The IPCC 

Commissioner for 
Wales, Tom Davies said: 


“I am satisfied that this 
is being thoroughly 
investigated. It would be 
inappropriate to com¬ 
ment further now that 
the judicial process has 
started.” 

A SWP statement 
said: “A 49-year-old 
male from the Cardiff 
area, a 49-year-old male 
from the Neath area, and 
a 54-year-old male from 
the Ross-on-Wye area, 
appeared at Llanelli 
Magistrates Court on 
March 3, 2011, charged 
with a number of 


offences related to inde¬ 
cent images of children, 
including conspiracy to 
incite or engage in sexu¬ 
al activity with a child 
under the age of 13 
years - contrary to 
Section 1.1 of the 
Criminal Law Act 1977. 

“All three men were 
remanded in custody. 
They are due to appear 
at Swansea Crown 
Court on Friday, March 
77.” 

The statement went 
on: “A 49-year-old male 
from the Ystrad Mynach 


area also appeared at 
Llanelli Magistrates 
court on March 4, 
charged in relation to 
indecent images of chil¬ 
dren, including conspir¬ 
acy to incite or engage 
in sexual activity with a 
child under the age of 13 
years - contrary to 
Section 1.1 of the 
Criminal Law Act 1977. 

“He was remanded in 
custody and is due to 
appear before Swansea 
Crown Court on Friday, 
March 11.. ” 


Man jailed after biting 
an innocent passer-by 


A YOUNG couple walking 
home through the centre of 
Barry were the victims of a 
totally unprovoked attack on 
New Year’s Eve, Cardiff 
Crown Court heard. 

Craig Harris had the side of his jaw 
bitten by 23-year-old Ricky Smith, 
who then attacked Mr Harris’ girl¬ 
friend, Suzanne Eord, by rugby tack¬ 
ling her to the pavement, said prosecu¬ 
tor Tony Trigg. 

Smith, of Barry, was jailed for a 
total of 20 months. He admitted 
wounding Mr Harris, causing Miss 
Eord actual bodily harm, and a breach 
of a conditional discharge for shoplift¬ 
ing. 

Said Judge Philip Richards: “This 
was quite a nasty and frightening 
attack on two innocent people on New 
Year’s Eve when everyone should 
have been happy and celebrating. You 
used your teeth as a weapon, as well as 
your fists.” 

Mr Trigg said that as the couple 
walked through Barry, they heard 
Smith shouting at them, something 
which he believed would provoke a 
confrontation. 

He ran across the road and punched

Mr Harris hard in the face. There was 
a struggle and Smith lashed out and 
Mr Harris was stunned. Suddenly, 
Smith put him into a hold and bit the 
side of his face. 

Mr Harris later said it felt as if he 
was trying to rip the side of his face 
off. 

Seconds later. Smith rugby tackled 
Ms Eord. 

Mr Harris was taken to hospital and 
the wound was stitched under anaes¬ 
thetic. He was shocked and upset, and 
underwent regular blood tests to check 
he had no infections. 

Ms Eord had grazing to her knees, 
scratch marks and sore ribs. 

Smith was traced through CCTV 
footage and, said Mr Trigg, was well 
known to the police. 

He was said to have convictions for 
a public order offence, assaulting the 
police, shoplifting, battery and theft. 

Claire Pickthall representing him 
said: “He had a difficult childhood and 
has had difficulties with alcohol. 
There was no justification for what he 
did and it involved mistaken identity. 
He was gutted when he thought of the 
injuries he inflicted on Mr Harris.” 


'We aim to raise awareness 
on consequences of cuts' 

- SAYS LOCAL C7\MPA1GN GROUP 


TRADE UNIONS and 
community groups 
throughout the Vale have 
united to campaign against 
proposed cuts. 

The ‘Vale of Glamorgan 
Against the Cuts’ (VGAC) 
group says it is working to 
raise awareness of the impact 
that the cuts are having and 
will increasingly have within 
the local community. 

VGAC is concerned about 
the long-term impacts that will 
arise within Cardiff and Vale 
healthcare as a result of the 
£80 million shortfall that will 
arise from the April 2011 
budget. The group says that 
with such a massive budget 
shortfall, coupled with the 
application of recruitment 
freezes in certain areas, the 
impact for patients could be 
catastrophic. 

VGAC is also alarmed that 
attacks are being made on 
essential services such as 
school crossing patrols and 
youth offending services, and 
that so-called non-essential 
services such as leisure are 
under increasing threat of pri¬ 
vatisation. 

With further job losses 
expected to be announced 
soon, VGAC is determined to 
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engage the community and 
provide a voice for people who 
are against public spending 
cuts. 

Jenny Griffin, VGAC 
spokesperson, said: “We are 
experiencing the biggest chal¬ 
lenge for a generation. The 
Westminster government is 
making a political choice to 
cut Baby Bonds, Child Benefit 
and Sure Start - and they now 
have Disability Living 
Allowance and Incapacity 
Benefit in their sights. 

“It is shocking to see servic¬ 
es such as school crossing 
patrols facing attack - it is the 
right of every single school 
child to travel to school safely, 
and that level of safety is being 
put in jeopardy to save money. 

“In Wales, we are experienc¬ 
ing a substantial budget reduc¬ 
tion. There is already an edu¬ 
cationfunding gap of £604 per 
pupil in our education system - 
yet Mr Cameron claims that 
Wales is receiving a ‘fair deal’. 
Frankly, I don’t think Wales is 
receiving a fair deal. 

“It really is an insult to our 
communities and those that 
work hard to deliver services 


to support those communities. 
Our society and welfare state 
is being made to pay because 
of the mistakes made by the 
financial sector. 

“There is £123 billion of 
uncollected, avoided and evad¬ 
ed taxes that could be collected 
by the UK government - yet 
they would rather allow those 
less well off in society to take 
the pain. 

“VGAC is working to high¬ 
light these issues. ” 

The Vale of Glamorgan 
Against the Cuts campaign has 
launched a Facebook page 
under the same name. 

An event has also been 
scheduled to take place on 
March 12 at Barry Town Hall. 

A brass band will be playing 
and campaign coordinators 
will be available to talk about 
any cuts or service reductions 
that might be concerning local 
people.

WALES IS MOVING ON! 


I T has been heartening 
to hear the wide range 
of positive responses to 
the result of the 
Referendum last week, 
which gave a clear expres¬ 
sion of public opinion by 
voting to improve the way 
laws are made in Wales. 

I have enjoyed the last few 
weeks of discussion on the 
doorstep, in shopping areas and 
at meetings explaining what the 
referendum was all about and 
encouraging my constituents to 
vote Yes last Thursday.

With the combined efforts of 
all those involved in the 
Referendum campaign, the mes¬ 
sage got through to enough peo¬ 
ple to win the vote last Thursday 
with a respectable turn-out in the 
Vale of Glamorgan, given the 
constitutional complexities of the 
Referendum. 

But I am also clear that we 
owe it to those who voted No or 
didn’t vote at all, that we still 
have to prove our worth and 
serve their needs and meet their 
concerns. 

Over the past year, I have 
been negotiating with the Chief 


Secretary to the Treasury, Danny 
Alexander MP, to make the case 
for Wales to have more flexibility 
in the level and management of 
our finances. 

The One Wales Government 
appointed an independent 
Commission chaired by the econ¬ 
omist, Professor Gerry Holtham, 
which reported last year. 

The Commission concluded 
that we are underfunded by 
£300million as a result of the 
application of the out-dated 
Barnett formula, which is used to 
calculate our share of funding 
from the UK Government. 

Gerry Holtham has proposed 
that a funding ‘floor’ be imple¬ 
mented to prevent further fund¬ 
ing shortfalls emerging via this 
formula. 

His recommendations received 
unanimous all-party support in 
the Assembly. 

The Chief Secretary has said 
the UK Government would con¬ 
sider the Holtham recommenda¬ 
tions after the Referendum and 
cited the importance of reducing 
the budget deficit as a priority. 

We are playing our part in this 
respect, choosing to absorb the 
£163m revenue and capital budg¬ 
et cuts imposed on us last year 
and securing Assembly support 
for a budget for 2011-13, which 
seeks to protect our public servic¬ 
es and support our economic 
recovery. I have now written to 
the Chief Secretary to say that 
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by Jane Hutt AM 

(Assembly Minister for 
^^usiness and Budget)^ 


the positive result from the 
Referendum should now give the 
green light to opening meaning¬ 
ful discussions about the 
Holtham Commission recommen¬ 
dations for fairer funding mecha¬ 
nisms for Wales. 

The First Minister, Rt Hon 
Carwyn Jones AM made a state¬ 
ment to the Assembly on 
Tuesday, March 8 on ‘the next 
steps’ following the positive 
result on Thursday and he said 
that moving forward with the 
Holtham recommendations was 
part of the work that needed to 
be taken forward. 

We have a range of responsi¬ 
bilities as elected representatives 
and Ministers serving in the 


National Assembly for Wales, 
crafting the right policies for 
Wales, ensuring that we have an 
adequate funding base and devel¬ 
oping legislation when it is 
appropriate to do so. 

As Carwyn Jones said this 
week: “Thursday’s Referendum 
was more than the streamlining of 
the law-making process - it 
demonstrated that Wales is an 
ambitious country, eager to get 
on.” 

I am eager to play my part, as 
Finance Minister, to ensure we 
have an adequate funding base, 
albeit constrained by UK 
Government cuts, taking our 
share of the budget deficit reduc¬ 
tion, but making the clear case 
for an improved and fairer settle¬ 
ment. 

We engage with the UK 
Government with a stronger 
voice as a result of last week’s 
vote and as one young person 
who went out to vote yes, said to 
me on Friday: “The world has 
moved on as a result of the vote!” 

This is about us showing that 
we have got confidence to do the 
best we can for Wales - our econ¬ 
omy, our communities, our young 
people and senior citizens. 

Thank you for giving us the 
opportunity to serve you more 
effectively as a result of the posi¬ 
tive outcome of the Referendum 
last Thursday.

‘NO THREAT TO MAESTEG 

LIBRARY’ local councillor insists 


ASSURANCES 
about the future of 
Maesteg Library 
have been given to 
Maesteg Town 
Council by a valley 
councillor, JAYNE 
ISAAC reports. 

The council received a 
copy of a petition being 
organised by the trade 
union Unison, urging 
people to protect library 
services in Bridgend. 

The petition follows 
the decision of the cabi¬ 
net to impose a 20 per 
cent cut in the library ser¬ 
vice’s budget which offi¬ 
cers have warned could 
result in further library 
closures. Three are 
already closing - Caerau, 
Blaengarw and 

Pontycymer. 

The cut was agreed at 
the special cabinet to 
finalise the budget, 
although a draft budget 
produced in November 
only proposed a six per 
cent cut in library fund¬ 
ing. The council has suf¬ 
fered a 3.6 per cent drop 
in its income in real 
terms for the new finan¬ 
cial year. 

There are fears in 
Maesteg about the future 
of the town centre library 
since a second library 
was opened at Maesteg 
Sports Centre. This hous¬ 
es the library service’s 
Welsh and sheet music 
collections and is also the 
base for family history. 

An earlier report to 
cabinet has already men¬ 
tioned the expense of 
operating on two sites 
and there are fears that 
library chiefs will revive 
their plans to transfer all 
library services to the 


Sports Centre. 

They had to drop them 
several years ago when 
residents organised a 
petition and launched a 
campaign to save the 
town centre site. 

When the petition was 
discussed at the town 
council. Conn Ross 
Thomas reported that 
there was a feeling in the 
town that Maesteg 
Library was being sin¬ 
gled out. 

“Although services are 
under review, there’s a 
feeling that Maesteg 
library is in the firing line 
for closure and it is 
frightening people,” he 
said. 

However, borough 
councillor Keith 

Edwards said he did not 
like the way that the peti¬ 
tion was headed: “The 
only impact from the 
library review will be the 
fact that the library will 
be closed at lunchtimes. 
Ross’s statement is 
inflammatory. County 
borough members have 
not been told of anything 


outside the current 
library review.” 

Conn Ross Thomas 
replied that if the only 
change affecting 

Maesteg was the 
lunchtime closure, then 
people should be told 
that that was all that was 
happening. 

Conn Ian Jones said 
that the petition forms 
would be left in the coun¬ 
cil offices and people 
could sign them if they 
chose. He also hoped that 
The GEM would inform 
people of the petition’s 
existence. 

Conn Bill May stated 
that he would encourage 
people to sign it: “We 
have our library services 
continuing and I am very 
grateful that it is continu¬ 
ing.” 

However, Conn 
Edwards feared that the 
petition would be misun¬ 
derstood: “People will 
think that they are sign¬ 
ing to keep Maesteg 
library open, but the only 
thing that’s happening is 
the lunchtime closure.” 


Conn Gareth Howells 
was reassured to hear 
that this was the only 
impact on Maesteg of the 
library review: “We must 
make sure that the serv¬ 
ice in Maesteg is not sub¬ 
jected to cuts. Our library 
is a prime source of 
learning. 

“Books are a precious 
resource and libraries are 
under attack across the 
country. There are people 
who know the cost of 
everything and the value 
of nothing. 

“We must send a mes¬ 
sage out as a community 
to say that the library 
service is important to us 
and we will support 
every opportunity we 
have to encourage people 
to learn,” he added. 

Conn Keith Edwards 
pointed out that if the 
town council felt strong¬ 
ly about Maesteg library, 
they could write a letter 
to the council and ask for 
confirmation that there 
was no further threat to 
Maesteg Library. 

This was agreed. 


It’s all change - again!

Mr Walter, 51, who 
works as a manager in 
Cardiff, has lived in 
Porthcawl for six years 
but comes from the west 
Midlands.

He said: “This was 


our safest seat on the 
borough although of 
course an independent 
candidate stood who was 
an unknown quantity. 
The fact that there was 
no Liberal Democrat 
candidate also compli¬ 
cated matters. 

“Even so, I do not 
think we should have 
lost this, especially as we 
had an excellent candi¬ 
date in Caroline 
Vaughan.” 

Conn Smart said that 
the party must never take 
its voters for granted and 
he said that it was time to 
look at the way that the 
Conservative group on 
the town council runs 
things. 

He went on: “The 
party has to look at itself 
in the wake of this result. 
It is a warning shot from 
the electors across our 
bows.” He said that the 
town council should 
have been more tena¬ 
cious over the issue of 
regeneration earlier. 

Conservative group 
leader on the town coun¬ 
cil, Conn David Deere, 
congratulated Graham 
Walter on his success, 
but said: “I am very dis¬ 
appointed we lost the 
seat in Newton, which 
was considered a reason¬ 
ably safe seat. However, 
the electors have spoken 
and we must listen to 
their message: 

“We may need to 
reflect on how we have 
approached regeneration 
in the past,” he admit¬ 
ted. 


the junction with 
Merthyr Mawr Road. 

As no traffic will be 
able to exit the town 
centre along Nolton 
Street, it has been decid¬ 
ed to alter the direction 
of traffic using the 
Rhiw. 

At the moment, traffic 
comes up the hill to join 
Nolton Street but in 
future, traffic will travel 
down the hill and exit 
the town over the Water 
Street bridge. 

Traffic flows up and 
down the Rhiw have 
been changed a number 
of times in recent years. 

There have also been 
various changes on 
Derwen Road as high¬ 
ways officers have grap¬ 
pled with the logistics of 
enabling traffic to access 
certain parts of the town, 
leaving the rest pedestri¬ 
anised. Derwen Road is 
to remain unchanged in 
the current set of pro¬ 
posals. The latest pro¬ 
posals were agreed by 
cabinet at their meeting 
on Tuesday. 

A grant of £9m has 
been received from the 
European Regional 
Development Eund and 
the Welsh Assembly for 
further physical 
improvements in 
Bridgend town centre. 

Work to be carried 
out will not only regen¬ 
erate Nolton Street south 
and Merthyrw Mawr 
Road north but will also 
consist of work to be 
done at Court Road, 
Derwen Road, Elder 
Street and Cheapside. 

Much of the money 
will be spent on 
“enhancements” to the 
public realm - things 
like pavements, street 
lights, seats and bins. 
Traffic management is 
also covered. 

The most significant 
change being proposed 
is at Nolton Street, 
where the one-way sys¬ 
tem will be introduced 
from the traffic lights at 
the Cowbridge Road 
junction to the junction 
with Merthyr Mawr 
Road north. 

Officers told cabinet 
that by bringing in a 


one-way system, they 
could narrow the road to 
a single lane and replace 
the double yellow lines 
with a series of parking 
lay-bys which would 
include limited waiting 
for shoppers to boost 
trade at that end of 
town. There would also 
be loading bays for 
traders. 

The report says: “Not 
only should this help 
prevent the sort of 
obstructive loading and 
unloading which cur¬ 
rently occurs along this 
road, but it should pro¬ 
vide the ability to intro¬ 
duce on-street limited 
waiting, which should 
give a significant boost 
to trade in this area, 
encouraging new and 
existing businesses to 
develop and attract new 
investment.” 

The scheme includes 
widening the pavements 
using “high quality” 
materials and will sig¬ 
nificantly improve a 
major gateway into the 
town centre, making it 
more attractive. 

It will also provide a 
direct access to the 
council’s primary car 
park at The Rhiw. 

A second exit from 
the town centre is 
deemed necessary to 
reduce the pressure on 
the one at the top 
Brackla Street, and it 
has been decided to 
remove the length of bus 
lane between Brackla 
Street and The Rhiw so 
that traffic can use that 
stretch of road to go 
down The Rhiw, either 
to reach the car park or 
leave the town centre. 

The report states that 
allowing traffic to con¬ 
tinue down Nolton 
Street and enter Derwen 
Road was considered 
but this would be too 
disruptive as it would 
mean that the taxi rank 
on Derwen Road, which 
is now one-way, would 
have to be moved in 
order to accommodate a 
two-way flow of traffic. 

The cabinet agreed to 
hold consultations on 
the changes with inter¬ 
ested parties.

HOW IS YOUR FAVOURITE RESTAURANT 
DOING IN THE NEW HYGIENE RATINGS? 

Food standards website 
makes a hesitant start 


THE first food hygiene rat¬ 
ings for the Bridgend coun¬ 
ty borough area are now 
available on the Food 
Standards Agency website 
which shows some local 
outlets and organisations 
failing to make the grade 3 
‘generally satisfactory’ rat¬ 
ing. 

The rating system works in the 
following way: 0 - urgent improve¬ 
ment necessary; 1 - major 

improvement necessary; 2 - 

improvement necessary; 3 - gener¬ 
ally satisfactory; 4 - good; 5 - very 
good. 

The scores are part of a scheme 
run by local authorities in Wales, 
England and Northern Ireland to 
give the consumer information 
about food hygiene standards 
across their own area. 

The Bridgend county borough 
listings are extensive, with more 
than 250 establishments listed, 
from volunteer coffee morning 
canteens to hotels, but a number of 
places are not listed yet. 

A spokesman for the Eood 
Standards Agency explained: 
“Each business is given a ‘hygiene 


rating’ when it is inspected by a 
food safety officer from the busi¬ 
ness’s local authority. 

“The hygiene rating shows how 
closely the business is meeting the 
requirements of food hygiene law. 

“When you eat out or shop for 
food, you might see a sticker in 
the window or on the door, or a 
certificate on display, showing 
you the hygiene rating for that 
business. 

“Businesses are encouraged to 
display these stickers and certifi¬ 
cates at their premises in a place 
where you can easily see them 
when you visit. 

“The scheme is new. This 
means not all businesses in an area 
running the scheme will have a 
rating yet.” 

A Bridgend County Borough 
Council spokesman added: 
“Premises are awarded these rat¬ 
ings following inspections by the 
council’s public protection team, 
who carry out checks on whether 
their hygiene standards meet legal 
requirements. 

“As part of this, inspectors take 
into account how food is handled, 
prepared, cooked, reheated, 
cooled and stored, the condition 
and cleanliness of the premises 


and how the business manages and 
records what it does to ensure that 
food is safe.” 

At the moment, the amount of 
information varies from local 
authority to local authority. 

The GEM searched for ‘all 
businesses that handle food in 
Bridgend county borough’ and a 
total of 258 establishments were 
listed. 

However, an identical search in 
the Vale of Glamorgan listed only 
26! 

The GEM has discovered that 
one local restaurant, the Harvester 
in Sam, near the Designer Outlet 
Centre, is currently rated as a ‘2’ - 
purely due to an input error. The 
correct figure should be 3. 

A Harvester spokesperson said: 
“We have contacted the EHO 
regarding this and have been 
assured this error will be corrected 
as soon as possible. 

“We have acted quickly to rec¬ 
tify any issues and to ensure we 
maintain the high standards of 
food safety that we require.”

A t the very

Damon and Blunt shine 
in a truly charming tale 


IF the success of the 
Bourne films has 
achieved anything, 
then it’s making quite 
a big star out of Matt 
Damon; having taken 
the ball and run with 
it in the likes of Green 
Zone, The Informant! 
and True Grit, the star 
is now in a position 
where he can choose 
to work with any lead¬ 
ing director. 

So it is all the more 
refreshing to see him 
work with first-time 
director George Nolfi in 
The Adjustment Bureau. 

Damon plays David 
Norris, a political candi¬ 
date whose disillusion¬ 
ment with his election is 
tempered by a chance 
meeting with a woman 
called Elise (Emily 
Blunt). She vanishes into 
the night, only for Norris 
to track her down again 
on the bus; however, this 
second meeting sets off 
alarm bells and a shad¬ 
owy group, known only 
as The Adjustment 
Bureau, must stop David 
and Elise from being 
together... 

The Adjustment 
Bureau is a difficult film 
to classify; perhaps its 
closest relative is Eternal 
Sunshine of the Spotless 
Mind, in as much as both 
films deal with love, 
albeit with a peculiar 
twist. The difference is 


that The Adjustment 
Bureau is all about that 
first meeting, the infinite 
possibilities of love, 
mixed with an existential 
look at how important 
fate and free will are in 
our lives - it is also an 
absolutely mesmerising 
piece of cinema. 

George Nolfi is hardly 
a newcomer, having writ¬ 
ten the final part of the 
Bourne franchise, along 
with Ocean’s 12 and The 
Sentinel among others, 
but this is his first time 
behind the camera, some¬ 
thing that very rarely 
shows. 

Nolfi’s direction is 
particularly stylish, the 
film making the most of 
the New York location. 
He stamps a visual iden¬ 
tity on the film, yet 
grounds the more pecu¬ 
liar aspects so that you 
concentrate wholly on 
the story. 

A muted use of special 
effects adds a degree of 
urgency to proceedings, 
but all is marshalled with 
aplomb by Nolfi, whose 
work with the likes of 
Paul Greengrass and 
Steven Soderbergh has 
seemingly rubbed off. 

Loosely adapted from 
a Philip K Dick story, 
Nolfi’s script is also well 
executed. Starting off as 
a love story with a clever 
meet-cute, Nolfi then 
throws in the curveball of 
the bureau, which sud¬ 



denly takes the story into 
a new realm. 

However, Nolfi’s sub¬ 
tle way of introducing 
this element of the story 
works superbly; while 
just exactly who the 
bureau are goes unan¬ 
swered, yet is hinted at, it 
doesn’t annoy or anger, 
Nolfi concentrating more 
on characterisation than 
fanciful notions. 

The film plays on two 
levels without feeling 
overdone or undercooked 
and he weaves in the 
notions of love and fate, 
yet doesn’t labour upon 
them to the detriment of 
the pacing, keeping the 
story moving at all times. 

There are more than a 
few plot holes if you are 
willing to look hard 
enough, the passing of 


time seemingly failing to 
dampen love no matter 
how poorly you’ve been 
treated in particular, but 
Nolfi’s script works very 
well, adding a dollop of 
wry humour into the mix 
and keeping things light. 

Of course, in love sto¬ 
ries, existential or not, 
you need to have two 
characters, and actors, 
who convince you to root 
for them, and both Matt 
Damon and Emily Blunt 
do an exceedingly good 
job of that here. 

Damon, who has hit a 
rich vein of form lately, 
is wholly engaging as a 
man who is driven and 
ambitious, yet shows a 
hint of fragility beneath 
the surface, and as the 
story progresses, carries 
the weight of events. 

Damon does the role 
of man fighting against 
the odds well. 

Opposite him, Emily 
Blunt is absolutely won¬ 
derful. You can wholly 
buy into the character of 
David falling head over 
heels for her. She is witty 
and full of charisma, yet 
also beguilingly tender as 
the bureau try and keep 
the two apart. 

Given their mysterious 
origins, the men from the 
bureau tasked with stop¬ 
ping the pair aren’t short 
of character. Anthony 
Mackie is quietly digni¬ 
fied as the agent tasked 
with following Norris, 


and whose empathy for 
the pair’s plight sets the 
narrative ball rolling. 

John Slattery parlays 
his Mad Men cool into a 
sardonic agent who 
almost seems resigned to 
the eventual outcome; 
with Terrence Stamp as 
the bureau agent known 
as ‘The Hammer’ exud¬ 
ing casual menace, there 
is nary a weak turn on 
show from the cast. 

While the eventual 
outcome comes straight 
from the romance genre 
cliche book, it almost 
slips by unnoticed, so 
wholly are you rooting 
for the two characters. 

What Nolfi has suc¬ 
ceeded in doing is merg¬ 
ing two disparate genres, 
creating a film that is a 
truly wonderful watch; 
The Adjustment Bureau 
is a captivating way to 
spend 105 minutes of 
your life. 

VERDICT - A tender 
love story wrapped up in 
layers of questions about 
fate, free will and the 
choices we make, The 
Adjustment Bureau is a 
superb piece of work. 

Well scripted and 
directed by George Nolfi, 
coupled with excellent 
turns by a top-notch cast, 
in particular Matt Damon 
and Emily Blunt, The 
Adjustment Bureau is a 
charmingly intelligent 
effort. 

Highly recommended.

129 YEARS OLD RIVALRY WHERE THERE ARE NO HOLDS BARRED - AT LEAST FOR 80 MINUTES! 

Celtic cousins have a point to prove 


T he story begins 129 years ago at 
Lansdowne Road, Dublin, on 
January 28,1882 - the day Wales 
and Ireland first clashed on the inter¬ 
national rugby field (the Welsh tourists 
won that opener by two goals, the scor¬ 
ing method at the time). 

‘Clashed’ is no understatement - for the 
ensuing 115 encounters have produced some 
notable, at times notorious moments, as pas¬ 
sions boiled over in the heat of combat! 

However, fierce rivalry between these close 
Celtic cousins should never be confused with 
enmity, as evidenced by many legendary tales 
of off-field camaraderie, not only between 
players, but the supporters of both camps over 
the years. 

Even so, time after time Irish teams seemed 
to have reserved their best efforts to thwart 
Welsh hopes of a Triple Crown or Grand Slam 
at the final hurdle. 

Wales almost returned the ‘compliment’ in 
2009, when a typically seesaw match at the 
Millennium Stadium saw Stephen Jones’ last-

gasp penalty fall agonisingly short and Ireland 
won 17-15, to claim their first Grand Slam for 
61 years! 

There was a nice irony in this, for in 2005 it 
was Wales that had overcome Ireland 32-20 in 
Cardiff to complete their first Grand Slam 
since 1978. 

By and large, narrow margins have been a 
feature of matches between the two nations - 
notable exceptions being 2002, when Ireland 
won 54-10, and 1976, when Wales won 34-9. 

However, the pendulum swung sharply 
towards the men in green during the years that 
followed Wales’ golden era. 

The measure of the challenge facing the 
Welsh team when they meet Ireland again at 
the Millennium Stadium on Saturday evening, 
is that in the last 10 years alone, the latter have 
won nine and Wales three of the 12 games 
played. Even so, the record books also reveal 
encouraging statistics, for the overall table 
reads: Wales 62 wins, Ireland 47, with six 
matches drawn. 


Even more remarkably, Wales remain ahead 
on points - 1,329 to Ireland’s 1,216, so all is far 
from lost! 

Moreover, Warren Gatland’s team know that 
Ireland’s Six Nations campaign has so far 
failed to measure up to expectations, while 
Wales, too, have yet to fire on all cylinders; so 
the stage is set for yet another intensely close- 
fought encounter, with both teams having 
much to prove, while at the same time still 
nursing title hopes. 

Former England captain Will Carling’s 
comments that Gatland is enforcing a conser¬ 
vative style of play totally alien to the Welsh 
team and that James Hook should be “set free” 
at outside half, gave the team announcement 
on Tuesday an added piquancy. 

In the event, the coach bowed to the media 
clamour for veteran Stephen Jones to make 
way for his younger rival, rather than stick 
with controlling midfeld general Jones against 
an Ireland team expected to be masterminded 
by Irish equivalent, Ronan O’Gara? 


Hook got the nod, presumably because he 
offers something different to Jones, so it would 
seem odd indeed if in fact he is instructed to 
play in a similar ‘conservative’ style! 

In that sense, Carling had a point. 

Gatland did resist bringing back fit again 
Ospreys prop Adam Jones for the expected 
fireworks against an Irish eight desperate to 
silence their own critics. The only other 
changes saw the expected return of Jonathan 
Davies and Leigh Halfpenny to the backline. 

It promises to be yet another Celtic battle 
royal!

of jail in keeping their 
unbeaten league record 
since October 30, with a 
share of the points in a 
19-19 draw. 

There was no indica¬ 
tion of the shock to come 
as in the second minute 
Athletic centre Stuart 
Morris charged down a 
kick inside his own half, 
gathered possession and 
sent fellow centre Jamie 
Olds sprinting from 
halfway to cross under 
the posts. Outside-half 
Steven Lewis converted. 

Signs of what lay 
ahead came in the 10th 
minute as following a 
series of Athletic indis¬ 
cretions at a 5-metre 
scrum, the referee award¬ 
ed Felinfoel a penalty try 
which scrum-half Luke 
Walsh converted to level 
the scores at 7-7. 

Outside-half Steven
